LONDON, Jan. 5.—Premier Asquith to- 
‘night introduced in the commons the gov- 
ernment’s compulsory military service 
bill and opened one of the most bitter 
parliamentary battles in the rr? of 
Great Britain. 

Briefly, the bill, des'ened as a substitute 
for the Derby enlistment plan, makes all 
males between the ages of 18 and 41 who 
are bachelors or widowers without chil- 
dren dependent on them liable for mili- 
tary service. 

Ireland is exciuded from the terms of 
the measure.

Bitter Attack by Dillon, 

John Dillon, another Irish National- 
ist leader, said he was amazed that after 
Suvla bay any Irishman should suggest 
that the Irish nation had not done its 
duty to the empire. 

“The disasters of this war,” he con- 
tinued. have not deen due to lack of 
men or lack of bravery. It lies with the 
higher command, with the men who 
landed troops at Suvla bay witbout ar- 
tillery or machine guns and hurled them 
to death. If properly directed they could 
have been at Constantinople long ago. 
They were led like sheep to the slaugh- 
ter. Before this bill passes the Nation- 


men at the hands of the government. 

“If you intend to have conscription, 
the first step should be to clear out the 
‘war office. The war office is still per- 
meated by society influence. There must 
be a sinister purpose behind the attempt 
to rush this bill through the house.

Sir John Simon, who recently resigned 
as home secretary because of his opposi- 
tion to conscription, spoke in opposition 
to the bill, saying it was not needed at 
the present filme.

Frequently, she said, he would wake in 
the small hours of the morning and thipk 
he heard an automobile departing from 
his home.
